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FATE 


(From "“FPate-Adame-Newton Families of Va. and Richmond Co., 
NC...DAR Lib.-D.C.) 


The Fates were among the earliest settlers in Virginia. 
Tradition is that seven Pate brothers landed in Norfolk, Va. 
during the middle 1600’s. (The writer often heard this spoken 
of in her family when a child.) While some authorities have 
stated that the Fates were Welsh, information from other 
sources is that they were English, only going to Wales and 
remaining there until passage could be secured to America. 
Found in the Land Grant Office in Richmond, Va. is a record of 
the early Fates who took out land grants.

It is tradition that ane of the Fates among the early settlers 
married into the Thoroughgood family of Lower Norfolk County, 
now Princess Anne, of Virginia, and the name of Thoroughgood 
and Adam, are historic among the Richmond Co., North Carolina 
Pates.

Captain Adam Thoroughgood, 46. 1602: d. 1640, was the son of 
William Thoroughgood of London and Norfolk, Va. In 1621, when 
only 19 years of age, Adam Thoroughgood came over in the ship 


"CHARLES". Gon of a titled family in England, having two 
brothers who were Knighted, one of them in Buckingham palace, 
this young "gentleman" adventurer came over as a "servant" in 


order ta reach America. Adam Thoroughgood first settled in 
Kecoughton (now Hampton, Va.), and in 16234-1635 built a home on 
what is now Lynnhaven Inlet. Tradition is he married Lady 
Sarah Offley, daughter of Robert Offley, who married Anne, 
daughter of Sir Edward Osborne, Right Lord Mayor of London. The 
Captain Adam Thoroughgood house is of brick construction, and 
is one of the oldest houses now standing in Virginia. It’s 
walls are 3 ft. thick, with a secret passage-way within the 
walls and underground down to the Inlet, which provided an 

escape from the Indians. The third floor has port-holes which 
were used when firing on the Indians. The house is furnished 


. 
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in the style of the early American period, and many visit it 
each year. The Writer visited it some years ago. Captain Adam 
Thoroughgood acquired much lands and wealth, and was one of the 
wealthy and influential citizens of Lower Norfolk (now Frincess 
Anne) county.. He named Lynnhaven Inlet for "Lynn" his home in 
England , and it is said he also named the City of Norfolk, 
Virginia. It is not definitely known which of the Fates married 
into the Thoroughgood family. However, the fact that so many 
of the Fates of Richmond Co., NC were named Thoroughgood, and 
at least one named Adam, indicates very conclusively that 
somewhere along the line a Thoroughgood and a Fate were mar- 
ried, and that the Pates of Richmond Co., and other adjoining 
counties, in North Carolina, are descendants of that marriage. 
The writers great-great-grandfather was Lt. Col. Thoroughgood 
Fate. 


One John Fate came to Lower Norfolk County, Virginia, in 1651. 
Fossibly it was he that married into the Thoroughgood family, 
as we find the first Thoroughgood Fate of which we have a 
record, as a witness to the will of Robert Pritt, in 
Rappahannock County, Va. on the 25th of January, 1684. Then we 
find a John Fate who received a grant of 1000 acres of land in 
Rappahannock County, in 1662. Could this have been the John 
Fate who took out a land grant in Lower Norfolk County in 1651, 
and cauld he have been the father of Thoroughgood Fate of 
Rapahannock County? 


Then we find Thoroughgood Fate in, or near, Edenton, N.C. in 
1703, he having sons: Thoroughgood Fate, Jr., Charles and 
William. Thoroughgood Fate, Sr. died at or near Edenton, in 
1713, and on January 19, 171 4, at a court held in the home of 
John Hill (in Edenton), Nathaniel Chevin, a prominent and 
wealthy citizen of Edenton, being Godfather and Uncle of 
William Pate, probably the youngest son of Thoroughgood Fate, 
Sr. and Sarah Fate, petitioned the court that he be allowed toa 
have said William Pate committed to his care, in order that he 
might educate him, Sarah Pate (the widow of Thououghgood Fate, 
Sr.) being unable to do so. William was then 16 years of age. 
This petition was granted. Could this Thoroughgood Pate, Sr. 
have been the Thoroughgood Fate of Rappahannock County? 


It is surmised that after the death of Thoroughqood Fate, Sr. 
when several years had probably elapsed, that Thoroughgood 
Fate, Jr., Charles and William may have left Edenton and come 
to Anson and Richmond Counties, as in 1743 Berry Thompson and 
wife, sold lands on the Fee Dee River, in Anson County, near 
Wadesboro to a Charles Fate, and in 1775, William Fate sold 
lands on the Fee Dee river in Anson County toa Joseph Melton. 
William Pate also received a grant of land on the Fee Dee 
River No. 2939, fram the King on January 22, 1773. 


It would seem to the writer very logical that Thoroughgood 
Pate, who witnessed the Will of Robert Fritt, in Rappahannock 
County, in 1684, could have migrated down the Coast to Edenton, 
and that after his death in 1713, his sons, Thoroughgood, Jr., 
Charles and William could have come toa Richmond and Anson 
Counties, as about that same time, in 1769, we find 
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Thoroughgood Pate purchasing land in Richmond County (near 
Gibson, N.C.). The Thoroughgood Fate farm near Gibson, N.C., 
was granted by King George III to Samuel Snead in 1767. It was 
transferred to Rice Henderson in 1748, and he, in turn, sold it 
to Thoroughgood Fate in 1769. Thoroughgood Pate also acquired 
other lands by direct grant, on Joe’s Creek on Dec. 16, 1769. 
Tradition is that Thoroughgood Pate‘s first wife was Winifred 
Stewart. By this marriage he had the following children: 
Willoughby Fate, Samuel Pate, Stephen Pate (who it is Said went 
West), Thoroughgood Fate II 


Thoroughgood Fate I must have married secondly, Frances Hright, 
daughter of Charles Bright, on January 7, 1907. The writer had 
understood that Frances Bright was the first wife of 
Thoroughgood Pate I1, but the recards in the Marlboro 
courthouse, at Bennettsville, S.C., show that she could not 
have been the first wife, for after Thoroughgood Pate I died, 
she married John Brickhouse on July 3S, 1818, and was still 
living as late as May 2, 1835. (They probably moved to 
Alabama)

(from Va. Hist. Mag. vol. 19)-Richard Pate was a member of the 
House of Burgesses for Gloucester county at the session of July 
1653. On December 12, 1650, he entered 1,141 acres on the 
north side of York River (in Gloucester county) and died in 
1657, when his nephew, John Fate, qualified as his administra~ 
tor. John Fate, of Gloucester county, referred to in the text, 
was a man of prominence and a large landholder. In addition to 
land inherited, and any he may have bought, he had the follow- 
ing grants: 

(1) John Fate, 1,000 acres in Rappahannock c county, on the 
south side of the main swamp of Mr. Andrew Gilson’s'§ land, 
December 31, 1663; 
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(2) John Pate 1,000 acres in Potomac freshes, viz: S00 about 
Piscataway, adjoining the land of Edward Williams, and the 
other 300 on the north side of the said creek, formerly granted 
to Edward Williams, Sr. and Edward Williams, Jr. June 5, 1658, 
and by them deserted and now granted to Fate, December 31, 
1662; 

(3) Me. John Pate 200 acres on the north side of York River in 
Gloucester on the east side of For opotank Creek, adjoining 
land formerly granted to Mr. Jernew and the lands of William 
Ginsey and the said Pate, formerly granted to Michael Grafton, 
November 2, 14658, and by him deserted, and now granted to Pate, 
December 31, 1662; 

(4) Mr. John Fate, 300 acres of land in Gloucester county on a 
branch of Ware River on Mockijack Bay, “the branch that cometh 
up by Robia Hood’s Well," mentioned as one of the boundary 
lines, said land formerly granted to Mordecai Cooke, March G31, 
1662 and by him deser ted, and now granted to Pate, March 22, 
1645/64; 

(5) Mr. John Fate and Mr. Robert Beverly 6,000 acres on the 
north side of Mattohony River, adjoining the land of said 
Beverly, granted July 15, 1469 for the transportation of 125 
persons, including John Pate, Jeremy Taylor, Thomas Starling, 
Alexander Hunton, and 13 negroes; 

(6) Mr. John Pate, 1,200 acres in Rappahannock county, on the 
north side of Gilson’s Creek, adjoining lands of Robert Beverly 
and Thomas Hutton, July 15, 1669. John Fate was appointed a 
J.P. for Gloucester in 14660, and a member of the Council 
Council in 1670, In &@ record of the General Court, November 
28, 1681, it is ordered that as John Pate, Esq. died possessed 
of a considerable estate in this country, and his wife being 
out of the country, Mr. Thomas Pate, his brother’s son, should 
be granted administration. In March 1682/83, an inventory and 
appraisement of the personal estate of John Pate, Esq. was 
returned to the General Court. It was valued at 1,221.11.11 
pounds sterling and in addition, the tobacco crop, 22,714 
pounds. Col. Thomas Pate was a justice for Gloucester in 1681. 
The Abingdon Parish (Gloucester) register gives, among other 
children of Thomas and Elizabeth Pate, a son Matthew baptized 
February 22, 1686. He married Anne Reade, daughter of Francis 
Reade, and had several sons and daughters who have numerous 
descendants. (See William and Mary Quarterly, V. 279; XII 
119,129)

In addition to land inherited, anc 
any he may have bought, he had the following grants: (1) John Fate, 1,000 
acres in Rappahannock county, on the south side of the main swamp of Mr. 
Andrew Gilson*s land, December 31, 14643; (2) John Fate 1,000 acres ir 
Fotomac freshes, viz: SOO about Fiscataway, adjoining the land of Edwarc 
Williams, and the other 500 on the north side of the said creek, formerly, 
granted to Edward Williams, Sr. and Edward Williams, Jr. June 35, 1658, 
and by them deserted and now granted to Fate, December Fl, 1662; (3) Mr.

Thoroughgood family. However, .the fact that so many of the Fates of 
Richmond Co., NC were named Thoroughgood, and at least one named Adam, 
indicates very conclusively that somewhere along the line a Thoroughgood 
. and a Fate were married, and that the Pates of Richmond Co., and other 
~ adjoining counties, in North Carolina, are descendants of that marriage. 
The writers great-great-grandfather was Lt. Col. Thoroughgood Fate. 


Qne John Fate came to Lower Norfolk County, Virginia, in 1651. 
Fossibly it was he that married into the Thoroughgood family, as we find 
the first Thoroughgood Fate of which we have a record, as a witness to 
the will of Robert Fritt, in Rappahannock County, Va. oan the 25th of 
January, 1684. Then we find a John Fate who received a grant of {1000 
acres of land in Rappahannock County, in 1662. Could this have been the 
John Pate who took out a land grant in Lower Norfolk County in 1651, and 
could he have been the father of Thoroughgood Fate of Rapahannock County? 


Then we find Thoroughgood Fate in, or near, Edenton, N.C. in 1703, he 
having sons: Thoroughgood Fate, Jr., Charles and William. Thoroughgood 
Fate, Sr. died at or mear Edenton, in 1713, and on January 19, 1714, at a4 
court held in the home of John Hill (in Edenton), Nathaniel Chevin, 24 
prominent and wealthy citizen of Edenton, being Godfather and Uncle of 
William Pate, probably the youngest son af Thoroughgood Fate, Sr. anc 
Sarah Fate, petitioned the court that he be allowed to have said Willian

It is surmised that after the death of Thoroughgood Fate, Sr. wher 
several years had probably elapsed, that Thoroughgood Fate, Ur., Charles 
and William may have left Edenton and come to Anson and = Richmonc 
Counties, as in 1763 Berry Thompson and wife, sold lands on the Fee Dee 


River, in Ansan County, near Wadesboro to a Charles Fate, and in 1775, 
William Fate sold lands on the Fee Dee river in Anson County to Josept 
Melton. William Fate also received a grant of land on the Fee Dee River

Noa. 29239, from the King on January 22, 1773. 


It would seem to the writer very logical that Thoroughgood Fate, whe 
Witnessed the Will of Robert Fritt, in Rappahannock County, in 1684, 
could have migrated down the Coast to Edenton, and that after his deatt 
in 1713, his sons, Thoroughgood, Jr., Charles and William could hava come 
to Richmond and Anson Counties, as about that same time, in 1749, we fine 
Thoroughgood Fate purchasing land in Richmond County (near Gibson, N.C.). 

The Thoroughgood Fate farm near Gibson, N.C... was granted by Einc 
George III to Samuel Snead in 1747. It was transferred to Rice Hendersor 
in 1748, and he, in turn, sold it to Thoroughgood Fate in 1749. 
Thoroughgood Fate also acquired ather lands by direct grant, on Joe's 
Creek on Dec. 146, 1749.

It is tradition that one of the Fates among the early settlers marrie 
into the Thoroughgood family of Lower Norfolk County, now Frincess Anne 
of Virginia, and the name of Thoroughgood and Adam, are historic amon 
the Richmond Co., North Carolina Fates.

Lt. Col. Thoroughgood Fate I (the first to settle in Richmond Co.) 
Col. Thoroughgood Fate II (son of Lt. Col. Thoroughgood Fate I) 
Dr. William Thoroughgood Fate (son of George Thoroughgood Fate) 
George Thoroughgood Fate (son of Duncan Alpheus Fate) 

Adam Fate (parentage unknown) 


Captain Adam Thoroughgood, b. 1602; d. 1640, was the son of Willia 
Theroughgood of London and Norfolk, Va. In 1621, when only 19 years o 
age, Adam Thoroughgeod came over in the ship "CHARLES". Son of a title 
family in England, having two brothers who were Knighted, one of them i: 
Buckingham palace, this young "gentleman" adventurer came over as 
"servant" in order to reach America. 

Adam Thoroughgood first settled in Kecoughton (now Hampton, Va.), an 
in 1674-1655 built a home on what is now Lynnhaven Inlet. Tradition i: 
he married Lady Sarah Offley, daughter of Robert Offley, who marrie 
Anne, daughter of Sir Edward Osborne, Right Lord Mayor of London.

The year of 1861, the Civil War started and led to one of the worst 
times in the history of the U.S.A. that has ever been, It was brother 
against brother, father against son and on and onit went. Deathand 
destruction everywhere. No food, no medicine, what a disaster. 


William Robert Pate went to this war and stayed in the service three 
years and nine months, according to uncle Willis Pate. He made a 
statement to that and swore to it. He said he remembered it very 
well, William Robert first served under Captain Aden McNeal. 
Captain McNeal was killed. My grandfather stated to me, he was in 
a few steps of Captain McNeal when he was killed A 
cannonball tore his head off. Captain McNeal was a first cousin to 
my grandfather. He then served under Captain Black. 

These are some of the things he did, as he told me. After McNeal 
was killed, they put him to driving a wagon hauling wounded men, 
supplies and anything that had to be done. He Stated that the sick 
and wounded were dying all around him. They finally put him back 
to a foot soldier. He stated they won some fights and lost some. He 
said one time they were on the march to meet the battle. They 
marched all day without anything to eat. He went by a farm house to 
see if he could get anything to eat. The woman had six small sweet 
potatoes, she gave him three, half she had. He put them in his 
knapsack. When they called a halt for two or three hours rest, it was 
cold. They built a big fire. He was going to bake or roast his potatoes. 
He put them in some hot ashes to cook. This Irishman was watching 
him, and when he got a chance, he grabbed one of the potatoes, It 
made Grandpa mad, and he mashed one in the man’s face and the 
fight was on. They finally stopped the fight, The Captain put the 
Irishman to marking time and Grandpa to digging up a stump.

They had no gun at this time. The men were gone off to work. The cat and threw them out to see if they could fly. They could not. The fall 
finally left the house. killed them, His mother called to him to come to her, instead he ran 
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“THE TRIP TO TEXAS BEGINS” 


In a covered wagon for a home and protection from the weather, 
William Robert Pate, John Pate his brother and Jake Lewis, a 
friend, started out for the great state of Texas. They left Clark 
County near Enterprise, Mississippi Enterprise is where my 
father was born in 1870. Grandpa said James Rober, my dad, was 
about five or six years old when they headed for Texas. This would 
be 1875 or 1876. 

As they headed out for the Natchez trace road or trail that leads to 
Natchez, Mississippi. They entered this road close to or at Jackson, 
Mississippi They followed this road to Natchez, where they 
crossed the Mississippi River on a ferry boat into Louisiana, it took 
several weeks to get to Netchez as oxens do not travel as fast as 
horses. 


After they crossed the river at Natchez, they headed toward 
Nachitoches, Louisiana, to many and crossed the Sabine River into 
Texas and headed for San Augustine. How long it took them to make 
this trip I don’t know. Grandpa said a long time. 


They had rivers, creeks, bad roads and what have you. To get to 
Texas they had to be on the look out for robbers. They cut logs and 
laid them in the smaller streams and made a bridge to cross on. 
Sometimes they were held up because of high water. Other times 
they took a day or two to rest the oxens, 


One time he says, it was getting late in the evening when three 
men rode up to their camp and began to ask them questions. They 
wanted to know how many men was in the group? Grandpa told 
them there was enough to take care of themselves. About that time 
John Pate and Jake Lewis came out with their guns. The leader of 
the three men said, wellI think you can, and rode on. He said some 
people on the move was robbed and killed. Other than this one time 
they were not bothered by people. I wonder how many people today 
would make a trip like this? Very few if any. 


When they got to San Augustine, Texas, they rented land from 
Captain Bill Blunt. Grandpa said Bill Blunt owned lots of land in 
San Augustine. At this time he had not freed his slaves. One 
morning grandpa was plowing as the slaves came to chop cotton. He 
said he heard them coming. They were humming some old tune. He 
was behind a hedge from them. They started to work. They begin to 
look all around. Allat once they began torun. When they came to the 
rail fence they jumped this fence like a bunch of wild cattle. There 
was one man that did not run with the first bunch. He kept hoeing, 
finally he looked all around him and threw his hoe as far as he could 
send it. Said, “Dam one manin a hundred acre cotton field,” and ran 


at 


‘andy + ere the fetice, Snorted like a bull and went atietine rest. He 
said there was about eighteen of them.. 

That afternoon Mr. Blunt came looking for his hands. Grandpa 
told him what happened. Mr. Blunt said I know where they are and 
rode offon his horse. Next day he brought them all back, put them to 
work A short time later he told them to go where they pleased. He 
was freeing them. Some stayed with him, some left. 


William Robert and John Pate stayed in San Augustine County, 
probably until the 1880’s, I do not know for sure how long, While 
they were there, their folks came to Texas. There were several of 
them. Uncle Willis Pate their brother. Their mother, Elizabeth Jane ~ 
Parker Pate. She had married again, toa Mr. Pritchett, Jesse Parker, © 
Rich Léé, some more I do not recall. Oh yes, Duncan Hicks. My 
dad's mother’s brother. They did not like the “Redland of San 
Augustine and moved on toward Nacogdoches, Texas. They 
stopped at Blackjack. Most of them bought places and settled down 
there. Uncle Willis Pate and his wife had eleven children that lived 
to be grown, seven boys and four girls. Uncle John Pate and wife had _ 


_ four children, three boys ne one gin My ‘grandpa William Robert _ 


ate art € had nine children, five boys and four gifls. ] Five of 


“thesé children lived eighty-four to hinety-six years old 


“Diincan Hicks and wife had two girls. One of these girls married a 
Mr. Grooms. Duncan Hicks, my great uncle, was setting on his front 
porch one evening, his wife and daughter was in the house when a 
shot rang out. Uncle Duncan lay dead on the front porch. His wife 
ran out to see what was going on and she was killed and fell in the 
yard off of the porch. Their daughter ran out and saw this Negro man 
and ran back in the house where she was attacked and killed. The 
sheriff was notified. He, being John Spradly, came and brought his 
blood hounds with him, and the chase for Jim Buchhanon was on. 
Jim Buckhanon was arrested and was hanged for this brutal 
murder. No cause was ever established for this crime. Buckhanon 
had Uncle Duncan’s gun when Sheriff Spradly arrested him. This 
happened on the 10th day of October, 1902. He was born May 16, 1858. 
All three were buried in one large grave at Blackjack, in 
Nacogdoches County. 


“THE TRIP TO WINFIELD, LOUISIANA” 
IN 1880’°S 


After all or part of William Robert and John Pate’s family came to 
Texas and settled in Blackjack. 


Grandpa and Uncle John decided, they would go back to 
Mississippi. They started out the same way they came. When they 
got to Winfield, Louisiana, they stopped. They got to talking to a 
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man there and decided they would settle there. Grandpa bought a 


large place. He and Uncle John moved on this place and began to 


farm some of the land. My father was getting to be a pretty good size 


boy, ten years or older. This place is located near the Dugdemona 
and Little Rivers and still goes by the name of the old Pate Place. 
Some of it is flooded by water from a dam being built-some where 
near it. The salt mine near Winfield, LA is on this place. They told 
me when I was over therein 1982 the mine was flooded. 

My Grandpa Pate told me about him and John, his brother, 
fishing. They caught fish that weighed 10. lbs., in the back waters of 
the rivers. He also told me about Uncle Jonn shooting a panther one 
day, that traveled about one mile down the river before it-died. It 
measured nine feet from tip of nose to end of tail. It was eating ared 
bird when he shot the big cat. My dad toid me one night they heard 
this old ox they had. They had put a bel! on him so they could tell 
where he was. He was headed for acorn field they had. He could let 
the rails down as good as a man could. Grandpa told my dad to get 
some rich pine splinters for a torch for light They would go get him. 
They called this ox old Lep. It was about a half mile to where they 
had to go. They started out with Grandpa in the lead with the light. 
They had not gone no more than half way when they heard this 
scream. My dad asked Grandpa what was this. He replied, an owl. 
They went a little further and this time the scream was real close. 
My dad says Pa what is this. Grandpa said to him, “Son we will let 
“Old Lep” go.” He want eat no more than we wants. He will just go 
back to the house. He built up his light and put my dad in front of 
him, so he would be between the scream and my dad. This 
screaming went on until they reached the house. He did not havea 
gun with him. My Grandpa knew what it vas all the time, he did not 
want to scare my father. He said he knew it was a panther. My father 
said he was almost thrown off his horse one afternoon as he went 
after the cows. The cat got to close to the horse. The horse ran away 
with dad and went home. , 

Time moved on, in the course of a few years, Grandpa and Uncle 
John Pate decided they would come back to Texas. First, he had to 
find someone who would buy him out. He finally found a buyer. 
Grandpa sold his place, about 500 acres for what he gave for it plus 
$500.00 and a yoke of bulls. He worked these bulls back to Texas. 
How long they were on the road I don’t know, a long spell. Anyway, 
they loaded their covered wagons and came back to Texas. They 
came back to San Augustine about 1888 or 1890. 


My Grandpa relates this to me, “Son I was at San Augustine when 
all this trouble between the Borders and Walls. They killed each 
other and several others were killed in the fights. I knew, Dr. Felix 
Tucker. He said Borders would shoot you in the back. He was a

“Bragg: knew Nobles, the man that killed Curg Borders, He was 


sheriff at the time.” 


He also stated to me, “I knew John Spradly. He was a first cousin a 
to me. He was not afraid of no one.” He also stated he was a great- < 
nephew or nephew of Robert E. Lee. 


He and Uncle John moved to’ Black Jack where their mother, 
brother and brother-in-law lived. Each one bought him a place and 
finished raising their families. 


1890 - 1892 


Grandpa and Uncle John and a group of men around Black Jack 
and Martinsville hauled freight to and from Shreveport, Louisiana. 
Grandpa said to me, “Son I have hauled bales of cotton to 
Shreveport, Louisiana and brought back a load of goods to 
Nacogdoches, Texas for the merchants there.” A panther stole a 
slab of meat from one of the men as they were camped near 
Logansport. He says the man saw the cat as he got the meat. He said 
to the cat, “Take it and be gone, I don’t want any trick with you.” He 
farmed, he hauled. he also made coffins for the dead. He told me he 
was making a coffin for a young boy back of his home near Black 
Jack. He made the coffin by the fire light. When a Peskey mountion 
lion came up and him and some other men finally ran it off by 
throwing burning pine knots at it 


J.R. AND MARY PATE 
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1892-1894- 


My father, James Robert Pate met my mother, Mary Dockens, and 

they were married February 17, 1894. She lived where I am living 
today. She was a lovely woman, oh how I loved her. To this union 
was born seven boys and four girls. At the time of this writing, 
March 1984, only four of us are living, two girls and two boys. I will 
give all of their names. Boys, Lonnie, Curtis, Clarence, Osby, 
Velton, “Verbon V.” and Shadrick. The girls, Flossie, Vada Versie 
and Vergie. The four living ones, Vada Vergie, Shadrick and myself. 
Verbon V.,, “V.V.”. lam seventy-seven years and I have undertaken 
to write this history of one of the greatest men that I have known. To 
know him was to love him. He was solid as a rock, true as an arrow. 
He loved his folks. He loved his God. William Robert Pate was this 
man. 
In 1894 when my Dad and Mom was married, they lived near Black 
Jack. I have seen the house they lived in. My oldest sister, Flossie, 
was born there. Papa and Mama next moved to Shelby County. 
After they were here for a while, Grandpa moved over to Shelby 
County where he lived the balance of his life. 


1911 


Grandpa was living near Arcadia in Shelby County when his 
youngest son, Willie's wife died. She left a week old child. Grandpa 
and Grandmother raised this child. His name, Dalton Pate. This 
coming September he will be seventy-three years old. Iremember 
when he was born and where. Iremember his mother real well. She 
was a fine young woman, I remember sitting in her lap. Her making 
me a candy striped dress, I really loved her. 


My dad bought a place, we moved to this place. My dad built 
Grandpa a house close to our house. Dad owned some goats. There 
was amean billie goat among them. He smelled bad and would fight. 
This Bill would chase us kids. We would run and scream. Someone 
would run him off. Iremember one day Aunt Elizabeth, Grandpa’s 
daughter was at Grandpa’s. She was picking some berries when the 
goat butted her over the fence. War was declared at the moment and 
the goat was the enemy. She would have killed him if she had hada 
gun. Dad finally sold him. 


I think it was in 1912, Grandpa was farming on our place, he had 
traded for an old gray mare. He always put her in a stall every night. 
One morning he went to get her out to plow. She was skinned all 
over. He didn’t know what was wrong. A few days later, he was 
plowing her. She began to stagger and fell on the ground. Hada hard 
fit. Grandpa said she was a witch. He was not going to have anything 
more to do with her. He got rid of her real soon.

- “"Duifing this same year there was a bad Wreck, known as the 


Waterman Wreck. Several men were killed and lots of men were 
hurt, some real bad. I remember all of this very well. The train left 
the track, and logs flew everywhere. My dad carried all of us the 
next day to look at the wreck. The wreck occurred about one mile 
from where I live now. The sign of the wreck is still there. 


“A RUSTY WAS CUT, AND I HEARD THE REBEL YELL” 


Grandpa was farming land on our place. He got us to help him 
chop his cotton. There were several of us. It was always a pleasure 
to help him. We all loved him so much. My father told us to go ahead 
and help him finish the task at hand. We began hoeing that morning. 
Grandpa helping us. As the day went by and looked like we might 
finish the task at hand, Grandpa told us. Children, if we finish this 
cotton today, I will cut a Rusty and give the Rebel yell. After he told 
us this, we were determined to finish the task athand. We had never 
heard of this. So the talk among us, what is a Rusty, what is a Rebel 
yell. It almost blew our minds, wondering what would take place. 
Anyway this event was something we had never heard or seen. This 
may well be the only time after the war that this event was ever 
performed by Grandpa. I would venture to say in a cotton field at 
least, Idoubt very muchifthere is anyone in Shelby County, maybe 
in the state of Texas that ever witnessed this caper. 

As the day passed, our pulse began to get faster. Would we get to 
see and hear this act? Would we finish the work at hand? Well, we 
finished the work just about one hour before sundown. As we 
finished the last row, Grandpa told us to sit down at the end of the 
rows and watch him. He would cut a Rusty and give the Rebel yell. 
There were small switch canes at the end ofthe rows of cotton about 
eighteen inches high.He took his old hat in his hand, jumped 
straight up, passed his hat between his legs, yelled, hit the ground, 
whirled around, passed his hat between his legs again, gave the 
Indian chant, whirled and danced all around, jumping, turning, 
passing his hat around him, When this discourse was finished, he 
began the Rebel yell. Now folks if you have never heard this yell, 
you have missed the event of your life, The way it started, KI YI KI 
YI KI YI, all the time in a high-pitch voice. At the end of this chant he 
threw his hat as high as he could send it, and gave the most high- 
pitched blood-chilling yell you have ever heard. 

When finished, his eyes were as bright as the stars. Pll tell youthe 
truth, my hair stood straight up. I was almost scared out of my wits. 
You must remember he was trained to give this Rebel yell while he 
was fighting a war. The Northern Army heard it many times. They 
said it almost drove you insane. He was 69 years old at this time, 
1913, and was active as a cat. You might begin to wonder, how coulda 
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man this old, could do this art You must realize, this man lived to be 
nearly 101 years old. ; 

I sometime think if our younger generation had to go through 
something like our forefatkers did, we might not have the dope 
heads we have, I am glad they don’t have to face the problems my 
forefathers did. It might be one of the great disasters of all time. 


Where did all of these people come from that settled in this and 
other parts of the State of Texas, Mississippi, Alabama, Tenn, 
Kentucky, Florida, and other states? 


Time continued to move elong for the Pate Family. Grandpa was 
getting older so was the rest of us. My dad sold the place we owned 
when Grandpa cut the Rusty and bought the place where I now live. 
We moved here in 1914. Farmed and raised a few cattle. Grandpa 
Pate moved with us. Dad bought this place where I live, from Henry 
Bridwell By 1916 or 17 the war clouds began to form over the whole 
world and before long we were fighting awar across the ocean. They 
called it World War One. By [920 it was over, I had one brother who 
went to camp and was turned down and sent home. Another one 
was on his way to camp. The war ended and he was returned home. 


Some of our people have asked me, how do you know so much 
about Grandpa Pate, I can tell you. From the time I was a small boy 
and until I was married, I spent at least one night a week with him 
and sometimes more. I liked to hear him talk. He would tell me 
about his past, the old war as he called it. The scrapes he got into, 
about his mother’s people, also, his Father. How his Father went 
from seaport to port, sometimes he went with his Father. After his 
Father died someone stole his ship. They never did know who stole 
his boat If he ever told me his Grandfather's name, I don’t 
remember. I went fishing with him many a time. After his 
Grandson, Dalton Pate whom Grandpa and Grandma raised from 
an infant, got large enough to go with us, Dalton and I were almost 
inseparable. We hunted and we fished and Grandpa would go with 
us. 


Iremember one time it was raining and to wet to work, therewasa 
wild bull close to us. Grandpa decided he would have some fun out 
of this bull. He carried a big straw hat with him so he could shake the 
hat and this old bull would run for the other side of the woods. As he 
was going around a corner of the trail, he looked up and saw this bull 
coming straight at him. There was a brier patch close to the trail, 
Grandpajumped into the brier patch, and the bull passed by as hard 
as he could run. As he got out of the briers, my Father came walking 
up. Grandpa said, “Bob” No wonder I had to get in the brier patch, 
You! scared the bull.” 


, Lheardhimtellabout aman at Black Jack whose yoke of oxen had Be 


balked, He couldn't get them to pull. Grandpa told him to get asheet 
and shake it a little at them. This is what the man did. He told his 
wife to shake the sheet a little, which she did. It frightened the oxen. 
They ran away,and turned the wagon over. He got up and told his 
wife, “I told you to kindly shake the sheet, but you shooke it!” 


In the year of 1928, Grandpa Pate, with the help of his Grandson, 
Dalton Pate, made his last crop. Seven bales of cotton and over 100 
bushels of corn. He was 84 years old and ready to retire. 


In 1929, he lost his wife, Rachel, my Grandmother. Dalton went to 
live with his Dad. Aunt Elizabeth, Grandpa's daughter came and 
lived with Grandpa for several years. He decided he would go and 
live with his other daughter, Mary. Mary was married to Milton 
Jones. He was in his 90’s then. His health began to fail Each year he 
began to stay in the house more and more. Then 1945, on May 14th, 
Grandpa Pate went to be with the Lord. As I stood beside his bed I 
watched him pass on. I asked Dr. Spencer Warren what finally 
killed him. Dr. Warren said he was worn out and could not be 
repaired. He was 100 years, 10 months and 2 days old. 


One of the greatest men in my life had passed on, and there was 
no one who could take his place because he was the only one who 
could fill it. He was faithful to his family. He was dedicated to God. 
He was as honest as the day is long, He was true as gold and strong 
as steel. Truly a great man had fallen. Here are his brothers and 
their families, John Pate and wife, Marv Colson Pate, three boys, 
Willis, Bill, Sam, and one girl, Aggie. ; 


Willis Pate and wife, Westbrook Harris Pate, had seven boys and 
four girls. The boys’ names were Jeff, Lafayerte, Rastus “Rat”, Lige, 
Griffin, Ashley and Kennon. The girls’ names were Martha, 
Elizabeth, Beetta and Brooksie. eae 


William Robert Pate, my grandfather and his wife, Rachel Hicks 
Pate had five sons. Their names, James Robert, my father and 
Johnny, Willie Bruce, Joe and Isscahar. The girls, Elizabeth 
“Lizzie”, Mary Margaret “Marget” and Nancy.

I want to say again I am proud to be an 
ancestor of this great man. I am proud of the heritage he left me.

In the years between 1885 and 1890, Grandpa and Uncle John 
moved back to Texas. This was during the Conner’s fued in Sabine 
Co. The time of year J can’t recall They either lived at San 
Augustine or BlackJack. I think BlackJack. Grandpa told me, one 
evening, about one hour before sundown there was a man that rode 
up to their house and wanted to stay all night. During these times 
people came to your house and would ask you for a nights lodging 
and would pay for their keep. Grandpa told him to get down off of his 
horse, put his horse in the lot and come in the house. This man told 
Grandpa in the presence of my Dad that he had come a long way that 
day. He had been ina hurry and was really tired. He had been living 
in the woods for several days. He told about the killing of Willis 
Conners, in Sabine County. How he killed him and a little boy that 
was with him, his grandson. This man’s name was Turner. 


The next morning early, this man, Turner, fed his horse and ate 
his breakfast, paid for his overnight stay, also his horse’s keep, and 
told Grandpa and my Dadto come and watch him shoot his rifle. He 
wanted to show them how good a shot he was. He picked outa small 
tree, took the bridle reins in his teeth and ran his horse around this 
tree shooting, Turner told them he was headed out West He left and 
they never heard no more about him. This was a sad affair, the 
Conners were nearly all killed. This small Grandson of Mr. Willis 
Conners was killed by aman who cared less for a person’s life than 


some savage. Just an innocent little boy, doing what he was told to . 


do. Trying to help his Granddad. 
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John Pate was born in Mississippi in the year about 1846. We have 
no date of his birth. His brother, William Robert, who was my 
grandpa, said John is about two years younger than J am. William 
Robert was born July 12, 1844. 


While they lived in Winnfield, LA, my dad was about 14 or 15 years 
old. He told about he and Uncle John going around the corn field. 
They had some dogs that would run the coons out ofthe corn. Where 
they lived, if you didn’t keep them out, they would eat the corn up. 
So they started around the field about sundown. Uncle John was 
barefooted and had on buckskin pants. They was going along and all 
at once Uncle John fell down, got to his knees and hands, ran as fast 
as he could to get out of the way. This big rattlesnake had struck at 
him and missed him, but tripped him up and he fell down. As he got 
up he said,“ Bob, that dad blame thing tried to bite me.” They killed 
the snake. Dad said it was nearly 6 feet long. 


I have heard my father tell how strong Uncle John was. He was 
about 5 feet 10 inches tall and weighed about 185 to 190 Ibs., but all 
man and muscle. He could take a300 Ib. bale of cotton and put it ona 
wagon by himself, no help needed. Back in those days they cleared 
land and rolled the logs together and burned them. They had what 
they called hand sticks. They would put these sticks, which was 
about 6 feet long, under the logs and carry them to the log pile, place 
one end of the stick on the log on the ground and roll this log on the 
pile of logs. John Pate could carry more than any other man. 


Grandpa said one day he and Uncle John went to San Augustine, 
TX to buy something they needed. This was during the Wall, 


’ Border’s Feud. They were in this store when aman came up to them 


and asked them, whose side are vou on? They toldthis man, “We are 
not on anyone’s side.” We are not involved in this trouble at all. We 
do not know some of these people, and we are not going to get 
involved. This man seemed not to agree with them, so one word 
brought on more words. This man said something Uncle John didn’t 
like and when he did, it was to bad, Uncle John hit this man on the 
jaw, knocked him through the door into the street, cold as could be. 
Grandpa said it went like a mule had kicked him. Uncle John had hit 
him so hard, They were never bothered anymore. They had gotten 
their message across. Uncle John was a good man. Everyone liked 
him. He bothered no one, and no one bothered him. 


Uncle Willis Pate, Grandpa’s baby brother was a fine man. He 
was a man of God, loved by everyone. He was generous and 
kindhearted. He knew how to make money, and how to keep it. He 
was born the 16th day of September 1851. He died, February 24th, 
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1935. Buried at Blackjack in Nacogdoches Co., TX. He was 8 years 
old. 


X-RATED 
CAPERS OF WILLIAM ROBERT PATE 


My Grandfather told me these capers he got into. Iam pretty sure 
he knew just how to go about getting into the business at hand. Tl 
tell it as he told me. 


Son: After the war was over, I was trying to farm to make a living, I 
traded for an old stud horse and a jackass. I had to keep them 
seperated to keep them from fighting. One day, this Jack got out and 
jumped on the stud. I got mea good club and by the time I got to 
them the Jack was choking the stud to death. I hit the Jack across 
the head and liked to have killed him. I put a rope on him and put 
him in the lot Next day I decided I would ride the Jack to town. I put 
an old saddle on him and went to Enterprise, Misssissippi. I bought 
a skillet and lid, also a jug of whiskey. I took a big drink and put the 
jug in one end ofa sack, the skillet and lid and some other stuffin the 
other end, and tied the sack good to the saddle. I had a good pair of 
spurs. I got on this Jackass, and rode up and down the street. I 
decided to have a little fun, The lawmen were watching me. I got to 
the middle of the town, and I yelled as loud as I could and put the 
spurs to the Jack. I said you can’t see the town for the yellow gals 
rears. I saw the men make for their horses, I began to spur this 
jackass and the race was on. This Jack was running as hard as he 
could and ringing his tail as fast as he could. I looked back and saw 
the lawmen coming, I thought they were going to catch me, but I 
made it across a bridge out ofthe city limits. Iwas safe at the time, I 
got down off the Jack, and offered them a drink. They would not 
cross the bridge. I got back on the Jack and went home. I made my 
tracks scattering in town for a good spell.

One day Grandpa Duncan Hicks and Jake Lewis went to town 
after some supplies. Duncan Hicks had a pistol, of course, they got 
them a jugof whiskey. They started home, and on the way they took 
a few drinks from the jug. They had to pass a Negro Church. They 
thought how funny it would be to stop and help them sing. Grandpa 
said the people were singing one song. Grandpa, Duncan, and 
Lewis was singing the old gray mare died in the fork of the branch. 
Some of the Negros came andtold them to leave that was to much. It 
made them mad. The church house had boxes at the windows lined 
with clay mud, and pine knots in the boxes, a fire for lights. The 
preacher was back in the énd of the house on a little platform.

Grandpa, Duncan and Lewis began to grabthe pine knots and threw * 
them in the house, all of the Negros ran out of the house except the 
preacher. He said all the imps could not make him leave. Jake 
Lewis hit him with a pine knot and the race was on. As he came out 
of the house, Duncan Hicks fired his pistol. The preacher said as he 
ran, “Hell has done taken over”. 


The next day Grandpa saw one of the Deacon coming up the road. 
He stopped him and asked him where he was going. The Deacon 
said he was going to town. Grandpa knew what for. He was going to 
indict them. Grandpa made a deal with him. He gave him a 
Pineywoods pig and told him they wouldn’t do this anymore. He 
said that settled it.

My Uncle Milton Jones found a bee tree and asked Grandpa if he 
would help him cut this tree and get the honey, also the bees. 
Grandpa said he would. They decided the time they would cut the 
tree. There was a woman who lived in the community that heard 
about the time the bee tree would be cut. She loved honey so well 
she followed Grandpa and Uncle Milton and hid behind some 
bushes while they cut the tree. Grandpa was to cut the honey out of 
the fallen tree. Uncle Milton was to take the bee gum and try to get 
the bees in the gum. That was the plan. When the tree fell, they 
proceeded as planned, There was one hitch, the bee would not 
cooperate, Some bees got in Uncle Miltons face so he broke and ran. 
He left it to Grandpa. Grandpa said Milton’s big stomach was 
jumping up and downas heran, like the humpona bulls back. Uncle 
Milton made it to some canes and got behind them, About this time, 
the woman came up to where Grandpa was and said I want some of 
that honey. He said, you had better get out from here. He had no 
more than said these words, she began to run around telling 
Grandpa to get the bees out from under her dress. She didn’t have 
on no underwear. She pulled her dress over her head, and said get 
them off. He said she was as black as atar bucket, with bees. Uncle 
Milton was hollering, “Grandpa”. He got the bees off of her and she 
left. He got the honey and bees too, Uncle Milton got the race and the 
woman got the stings.

Silas Shadrick Dockens, my grandfather, went to the Civil War. 
He served for 4 long years, 1861 to 1865, he was about 25 years old 
when he entered the service. He was born in the year of 1836. He was 
at Shiloh, one of the worst battles they had. He was in some other 
battles, how many I never did find out, He wouldn't talk to much 
about the war. I guess he saw so much killing that he tried to blot it 
out of his mind. He liked to talk about hunting and fishing. As I sat 
and listened to him talk, I know now that times were hard. How 
many times he went without something to eat, he must have been 
cold, many times. Did not know when or where he might meet the 
end of his life.

I remember one thing that he said about the war when the battle 
was over, If the South lost, he would say they whipped the stuffing 
out of us.

They loaded what little they had on a boat and sailed to Valesco, 
Texas. Moved out to Clute. They lost one of their daughters there.

Daniel PATE was born ca 1812 lin N.C. He married ca 1832, Susannah GRAHAM, 2 
born ca 1817 MS. This family found in Clarke Co., MS 1840,1850. On 2 May, 
1859, Daniel PATE was issued a Mississippi Land Grant, Certificate No. 13506, 
Seal # 1839102 for just over seventy nine acres of land. This land was located 
ten miles west of Shubuta, MS, three miles east of Jasper Co., One and one 
half miles north of Wayne Co., and one mile east of the Beaver Dam Community 
in Clarke Co.,MS. This land was NOT registered in the Clarke Co.,MS land 
records until 1940. on qi July 1859, Daniel bought 320 acres of land (paid 
$500.00) in Leon Co., TX “from his wife's nephew, A.P. PARKER, Jr. Daniel 
died in 1868 and is buried at Parker Cemetery, Leon Co.,TX. Susannah, his 
wife died in 1882 and is buried at his side. Neither Daniel or Susannah left 
a Will, but the volumes of probate records have been throughly searched. Even 
tho. those records answer many questions they also leave many unanswered. 

The children (14 in all) of Daniel and Susannah were: 


1% Richmond J. (ancestor of Milton Pate) was born 29 March 1834 in 
Mississippi. He married 2 Sep 1856, Clarke Co.MS, Martha Jane SMITH.

It is tradition that one of the PATES among the early settlers married 
into the THOROUGHGOOD family of Lower Norfolk County, now Princess Anne, of 
Virginia, and the name of Thoroughgood and Adam, are historic among the Richmond 
County, North Carolina Pates. 


Among them are: Lt. Col. Thoroughgood PATE I (the first to settie in 
Richmond Co.) Col. Thoroughgood PATE II (Son of Lt. Col Thoroughgood PATE 
I). Dr. William Thoroughgood PATE (son of George Thoroughgood PATE). George 
Thoroughgood PATE (son of Duncan Alpheus PATE) Adam PATE (Parentage unknown) 


Captain Adam THOROUGHGOOD, b. 1602; d. 1640 was the son of William Thorough- 
good of London and Norfolk, Va. In 1621, when only 19 years of age, Adam Thorou- 
ghgood came over in the ship "Charles". Son of a titled family in England, 
having two brothers who were Knighted, one of them in Buckingham Palace, this 
young gentleman-adventurer came over as a "servant" in order to reach America. 


Adam Thoroughgood first settled in Kecoughton (now Hampton) VA., and in 
1634-1635 built a home on what is now Lynnhaven Inlet. Tradition is he married 
Lady Sarah Offley.... 


It is not definitely known which of the PATES married into the THOROUGHGOOD 
family. However, the fact that so many of the Pates of Richmond Co., NC were 
named Thoroughgood, and at least one named Adam, indicated very conclusively 
that somewhere along the line a THOROUGHGOOD and a PATE were married, and that 
the PATES of Richmond and other adjoining counties in North Carolina, are des- 
cendants of that marriage. .... 

One John PATE came to Lower Norfolk Co., VA in 1651. Possibly it was 
he that married into the THOROUGHGOOD family, as we find the first Thoroughgood 
PATE of which we have a record, as a witness to the will of Robert PRITT, in 
Pappahannock Co., VA., on the 25th of Jan., 1684. Then we find a John PATE 
who received a grant of 1,000 acres of land in Rappahannock Co., in 1662. 

Could this have been the John PATE who took out a land grant in Lower Norfolk 
Co., in 1651, and could he have been the father of Thoroughgood PATE of Rapahan- 
nock Co.? 


Then we find a Thoroughgood PATE in, or near, Edenton, N.C. in 1703, he 
having sons Thoroughgood PATE Jr., Charles and William. Thoroughgood PATE 
Sr., died at or near Edenton, in 1713, and on January 19, 1714, at a court 
held in the home of John HILL (in Edenton), Nathaniel CHEVIN, a prominent and 
wealthy citizen of Edenton, being Godfather and Uncle of William PATE, probably 
the youngest son of Thoroughgood PATE Sr., and Sarah PATE, petitioned the court 
that he be allowed to have said William PATE committed to his care, in order 
that he might educate him, Sarah PATE (the widow of Thoroughgood PATE Sr.,) 
being unable to do so. William was then 16 years of age. This petition was 
granted. Could this Thoroughgood PATE Sr., been the Thoroughgood PATE of 
Rappahannock Co.?"

"The year 1691 in Virginia was marked by the passage of an Act for Ports, 
intended to establish fifteen town sites along the rivers of the Tidewater 
to help unity the widely scattered tobacco plantations. In addition to pro- 
viding ports of entry and export, these towns would centralize commerce and 
provide a means for "preventing frauds and better securing his Majesties cus- 
tomes." The provisions of the Act were published June 3, 1691, and on the 
following July 24th a survey was started on the fifty acres of Benjamin Read's 
land which had been selected for the York County port town. Eighty-five half- 
acre lots were laid out and then put up for sale with a provision that the 
purchaser would forfeit title if he failed to build upon his property within 
one year. 


The original purchaser of Lot 42 was John SEABOURN, who apparently failed 
to place a structure upon the land. It was next granted to Thomas PATE in 
1699, and he built a house upon it believed to be that still standing and now 
named for him. Then, on December 24th, 1703, Thomas PATE, the ferryman, and 
his wife Elizabeth, deed "my house & Lott," to Joan LAWSON "in restitution 
and satisfaction of seven years service." Joanthe sold Lot 41 to John MARTIN 
on September 24, 1705, and on January 18th, 1713, Martin sold it to Cole DIGGES. 
The sale to Diggs was “together with ye housing thereon and appurtenances." 
The sale also included a store-house owned by Martin located on the beach at 
the foot of Read St.“ Information on the house includes pgs 73,74,75,98,113.
